Tom Toms Beat As Red 
skins Stomp Out Color­ 
ful Dances 


(Tr ’ r -r n a * i n n a l 
K ews Service) 
MUSKOGEE, Okla.—The season 
of Indian dances in Oklahoma has 
arrived, 
Itefitbers from many tribes, or­ 
thodox in th^ir ritualistic belief in 
feathers and warpaint have heard 
the beat of the tom-toms. 
They 
are gathering at ancient ceremonial 
grounds just as they always have 
but in the spirit of their white 
brother’s vacation. 
The seriousness of the seasonal 
dances is evident on the gnarled 
face of the elder Indians. 
The fun 
of it is obvious in the expression of 
the young braves and the Indian 
maidens. 
Some have driven hun­ 
dreds of miles to the stomping 
grounds. 
Others rounded up mem­ 
bers of their scattered tribe for re­ 
union. 
Euchees alone claim to have ac­ 
counted for 500. 
Kiowas. Creek, 
Osages, Pawnees, Chickasaws, Sem­ 
inóles, Choctaws, 
and 
additional 
tribes bring hordes of others. 
Some still arrive by horse-drawn 
carriage but for the most part the 
picturesque redman's caravanscrie 
has been turned to a stream ol 
high-powered motorcars. 
The old deerskin tee-pee is a 
rarity. 
Instead a mail order tent 
is swung upon factory made poles. 
Yet out. of this modem atmosphere 
emerges the customs and ritual of 
long ago. 
Time has not changed 
the aboriginal dance routines. 
Outstanding among the dances is 
the Green Corn dance which ap­ 
proximates the Grand Canyon tribe 
of Hopi's prayer for rain. 
Those 
indulging in this exhibition refrain 
from touching corn prepared in any 
form for several weeks preceding 
the event. 
The Buffalo dance is one in cos- 
tume accompanied by an orchestra­ 
tion of weird chanting. 
Young men 
and old attired in animal skins and 
adorned by highly colored pigment 
perform this ceremony by moon­ 
light and campfires. 
The Ribbon dance tom-toms bring 
out the maidens. 
They join the 
men. 
The Indian girls are gar­ 
landed with conch shells and other 
embellishments. Small gourds, that 
act as castanets, beat a slow rhythm. 
They weave around the campfires 
and its serpentine course is one of 
the most graceful of the Indian 
ceremonials. 
The stomp dance, perhaps the 
most typical of the throwback spec­ 
tacles doubtless was the modern 
nucleus for the idea of “let your­ 
self go.'* 
That, tersely, is what the 
Indians 
do. 
Arms 
w?ave, 
voices 
wail, fret race and leap around the 
ceremonial arenas. 
Tribal instruments supply a cer­ 
tain mad cadence that carries the 
stomp dance from midnight until 
dawn. 
The events have approximately 
150,000 Indians in Oklahoma alone ; 
to draw from. 
Members from the five tribes at­ 
tend. Many from 27 other branches 
of the Indian families in Oklahoma 
head for these ceremonials. 
Tourist? from east and west have 
found 
the 
late 
summer 
dances 
highly impressive. 
Ceremonies in August took place 
near Sapulpa. Pawnee. Pawhuska, 
Okmulgee and Muskogee. 
Some of the Indian names ap­ 
pearing 
on 
the 
dance 
rosters— 
names that are fast vanishing or 
becoming permanently changed are 
Wasie 
Guinea pig. 
Sandy 
Fox, 
Wosie Deere, Teddy Bear. Willie 
Tiger. Johnnie Redcloud and others. 
It has been said that many of 
the Oklahoma Indian dances and 
ritual exceed the plains and can­ 
yon Indians in that they have not 
been commercialized or made to 
conform to tourists conception.

Nov. 6 —The 
Springfield board of education last 
night approved a resolution to close 
all city schools indefinitely after to­ 
day’s sessions because of lack of 
operating funds. 
Coming on the heels of defeat of 
a proposed 3-mill special levy de­ 
signed to raise $240.000 a year for 
three years for operating expenses, 
the move affects 12.300 pupils and 
381 teachers in this city of 70,000. 
C W. Evans, board president, re­ 
ported that $66,000 due to teachers 
and custodians of school buildings 
for last month's salaries probably 
would not lie paid until December.
